gun looks over tho bows on thu leading 
trucks. 
It is also equipped with three Gat- 
tliog guas and two field guns, and will be 
mounted by three companies of blue jackets. 
The train is provided with wires, electric-gear 
and all appliances for h yin g down or de­ 
stroying rails. 
It will proceed to the railway 
junction within two miles of Arabi Pasha’s 
lines, and will seize and occupy and fortify 
that important point. 
A correspondent has

JAPANESE 
EDUCATION. 


The Japanese are m aking very rapid 
progress in education. I t had its beginning 
not quite eleven years ago. 
In 1872 not 
leas than 53 000 G overnm ent schools were 
established, conducted on European princi­ 
ples, the average of schools being 1 to every 
040 inhabitants. 
Iu tw o years the num ­ 
ber of schools was augm ented until the pu­ 
pils exceeded 400,000. 
If at the com ­ 
m encem ent of tins w onderful educational 
m ovem ent, there was som e confusion, o w ­ 
ing to the incapacity of European teachers 
and the w ant of interchange of language, 
these troubles passed away. 
The num ber 
of pupils im m ediately after 1873 rapidly in­ 
creased, until in 1877 in the seven great 
school districts nearly 57,000 m ale teach­ 
ers, w ith 1 275 fem ale teachers, were edu­ 
cating 1,552 410 m ale and 543,768 fem ale 
pupils. 
Tnere is, then, an 
elem entary 
school for every 1,345 inhabitants, and 
for every four and a third square m ilei 
of 
the empire. 
T aking the total ch il­ 
dren in Japan of an age to go to school 
ae 5,251,807, 71 per cent, derive the bene­ 
fits of instruction. 
Leaving out of consid­ 
eration the higher branches of know ledge, 
only derivable from special schools, tbe 
effort seem s to tend tow ard the education 
of the masses. 
Looking at the expenses, 
some five years ago, w ith an appropriation 
of £1,072 974. the cost of education was 
10s., say $2 50, per pupil. 
Tne liberality 
of the Japanese and th eir firm belief in the 
great advantages to be derived from this 
general education become m anifest when it 
is learned th at in five years about $8,500,­ 
000 of our m oney has been bestow ed by 
private individuals for th e school fund, to ­ 
gether w ith a great deal of valuable real 
estate. Two years ago there were 2.319,000 
pupils, and, from such accounts as may be 
gathered, last year the total number w a s 
n«ar 3,0o0,(SXl. 
Thor» ia one point w hich, 
in an educational sense, reo a ires correction, 
and that is in regard to the Japaaese girls, 
as the num ber of these is very sm all in 
proportion to the boys. —(N ew York Tim es.

desti action by the forecast and sagacity of a 
single individual. 
Commerce is the modern 
equalizer and distributor of tho products of 
the earth. 
Commerce reeks out the places 
of scarcity and the places of plenty and draws 
from the latter to supply the former. 
Com­ 
merce to a certain extent iquslizea the prod­ 
ucts of the earth among th* nari >r.s and pe. - 
pie there >f. 
Commerce, however, cannot 
equalize produe.ioa or p'event fluctuations in 
♦he same, whether these fluctuations be earned 
by the smiles or frowns tf nature or the pru 
aence or ignorance of man. 
Nature is no re­ 
specter of nations or parts of ir.e earth. N a­ 
ture smiles und frowns on tha just an d u e just 
alike. 
Nature i- the same < n tiie K intern 
and West, -n ¿until eats. 
Nature is governed 
by the san.e universal law?, wbe’h r in the 
African desert or the dense forests of Amer­ 
ica. 
N ature is ever ready to come to 
the assistance of man in irerea-ing the 
products of the earth, and with the same 
readiness aua certainty. 
Nature seems to 
second and assist the elf irts of man in ren­ 
dering the earth barren and unproductive. 
N ature doe3 not fluctuate, but is the same in 
ali times and iu ad c mntriee. 
Toe same cir­ 
cumstances that produce plenty in one c. un- 
try thi? year kn 1 scarcity in another, will, 
wr.en the circumstances are reversed, produce 
exactly the opp j-ite condition of things. 
Mud, affeT all. Las much, and we may say 
aim* at everything, to do with the tace of th* 
earth.

causes th.it has made his the favored spot of 
earth, and cuts down the tree that nature 
planted and lays waste the forest that nature 
h a d nursed and produced, aud anon the 
springs cease to 11 j w from tne mountain sides 
and the river beds become deserts of sand. 
Then the nations, once the glory aud the 
h o n o r e d of earth, in turn begin to grow less 
p ro s p e ro u s and less powerful, and as the 
c o u n tr y ’s productive capacity lessens, so the 
glory and power of the nation grows les?, and 
the decline of the one follows rapidly the d - 
cay of the other. Thus man, in his collect­ 
ive capacity, makes and destroys whole sec­ 
tio n s of the e a r th , aud produces fluctuations 
a n d c h a n g e s w h ic h he, in his ig n o ra n c e , is 
pleased to charge n a tu r e with. 
But we intended to call attention to fluctu­ 
ations in production on a smaller ec ile— fluc­ 
tuations produced none the less by man’s 
ignorance and avarice, and which affect ia no 
email degree the prosperity of the producing 
classes. 
This year, fur instance, in Califor­ 
nia, beef and all kinds of meat are scarce and 
high. 
So are potatoes, and many other of 
the necessary foods of man and bea^t. 
A 
few years ago beef was very plentiful and 
low ; so was pork and mntton. 
Because 
plentiful and low farmers at once ceased pro­ 
duction, and began to sell off all tLe cattle 
and hogs aud sheep they could spare. 
Iu 
fact they felt burdened with-aDy more than 
barely enough cows on their farms to bud ply 
their families with milk, and hogs enough to 
consume the slops from the kitchen. 
When 
farmers b?gin to sell it seems as though the 
desire is contagious, and one bida down lower 
than hia neighbor, and the next goes lower 
still, and the result is all sell out. And while 
they are desiring to sell no production goes 
on. The same way with p >rk and all * other 
domestic animals. 
Hence by sheer Ignorance 
farmers 
produce a scarcity, 
selling at 
the 
lowest 
figures. 
Then 
when 
no 
one

\ roducing 
cattle, 
or 
ewine, 
or sheep, com,umption keeping right along, 
the m arket is soon found ba.e of supply, and 
all at once prices go up to the highest notch. 
Then farmers begin to see there is money in 
cittle, hogs and sheep, and they begin to in- 
q lire of each other for cows and breeding 
hogs and sheep, and the fact fli-;hes into their 
minds that there is but few in the country, 
aud the batchers are looking after theFe. ^ So 
each farmer resolves to be ahead of his neigh­ 
bor in getting into stock—he will give any 
price for just a few to start with—and his 
next neighbor is actuated with the same mo­ 
tive, and each vies with the other in gettiug 
a good etart in stock again at any cost. Thus 
production fluctuates, and prices follow a 
plenty or scarcity in the supply. 
For two or 
three years back potatoes, for instance, were 
plentiful, and as a consequence prices weie 
low. and farmers all over the country ceased 
production to a certain extent. A nd produc­ 
tion got down so low that it was found that 
there were not potatoos enough in the coun­ 
try to supply the demand for actual consump­ 
tion. 
As a consequence America has been 
drawing on Europe for po atoes for a wh >le 
year past. 
And we have had a scant supply 
of very small potatoes at very large prices. 
This fact has become 
generally known, 
and farmers are now rushicg into potatoes 
again at any cost. 
WerchaHts and lawyers 
and doctors are buying land and planting po­ 
tatoes. 
Italians, Portuguese and Chinese 
have caught the mania, and ail the low moist 
land in the country is being occupied and 
planted to potatoes. The result will be an over­ 
production. and flat, unremuneralive prices. 
And this is but an example of the m arner in 
which farmers, through ignorance of the de­ 
mand and supply of any product of the farm, 
are constantly injuring themselves and injur­ 
ing the business of farming by alternating be­ 
tween non-production and over production. 
If we had a thorough system of collection of 
statistics of acreage annually planted or sown 
to any product, and a system of returns by 
which the condition of the crops could be col­ 
lected and disseminated—say monthly daring 
each season—all this uncertainty and all this 
loss to farmers could be avoided, and the 
country would be relieved of alternate infla­ 
tion and depression of prices—a constant drag 
and hindrance to prosperity. 


Saving Seeds of Vegetables. 
Vegetable-raisera should always be on the 
lookout to improve the quality of their 
products. 
Every kind of vegetable is sus­ 
ceptible of great improvement by care in the 
selection of seed and in cultivation. 
As a 
rule, those engaged in raising vegetables for 
m arket should not attem pt to raise the seed 
they desire to plant, for ‘he reason th at they 
have not the facilities for isolating the differ­ 
ent kinds sufficiently to ktep them from mix­ 


ing. 
It is well known t h a t corn of every 
variety wi.l mix if 'he different kinds are 
grown near each other. 
Hence, if one w( uld 
savehis own seed-corn «¡f any kind, he must sow 
that kind entirely awry fr ra all other kirds; 
then he should only saw the seed from the 
eariif»nt and best formed ear.?.

these ears from becoming tn-xed with iofericr 
specimens <»f the sume kind growing near the

You can only 
get new varieties by crossing from established 
varieties. 
The bfst ot any vegetable crossed 
with tue best of a diffrient variety often 
makes an improvement on either, the same as 
croosing the different breeds of cattle or other 
live stock.

T h e M y s t e r i o u s V o l c a n o o f A f o . — 
The Governor of Davao, M indanao, P hilip­ 
pine Inlands, recently ascended a rem ark­ 
able volcano called Apo. 
An expedition 
to the m ountain had often been contem ­ 
plated before, b u t had been prevented, 
partly by the unexplored and difficult 
character of the country, partly by the 
opposition offered by the natives, who, 
though nom inally Mohammedans, believe 
th at the sum m it of the m ountain is inhabi­ 
ted by a demon to whom they are accus­ 
tom ed to make offerings when they think 
he ia angry with them , or when they wish 
him to allow them to collect sulphur. The 
crater of the volcano was found to be 
9,970 feet above the sea. extinct, and cov­ 
ered w ith vegetation within, although the 
tem perature of 
the 
air was but little 
above the freez:ng-point. 
A wide chasm 
on the southern slope o f the mountain was 
the seat of num eróos solfataras, which, 
f u r io u s ly spitting out Sulphuruus v a p o rs 
w ith a fearful smell and roar, m ight well 
inspire fear in the m inds of an ignorant 
populace. 
The Tagalaya stream , which 
rises on the m ountain, and in the rough 
bed of which the ascent was made, brings 
down lumps of sulphur. 
A sharp cold 
prevails in the crater and on the m ountain 
for 3 000 feet below it, but the lava and 
ashes still radiate enough heat to be per­ 
ceptible, and make one warm who lies 
down upon them ; and, perhaps, to keep 
up the vegetation which manages to sub- 
eist there. 
Two 
petrified 
tree trunks, 
which were noticed during the ascent, indi­ 
cate th a t a very different vegetation for­ 
m erly existed th< re.

A t the dangerous spot 
where the Loroile is supposed lo have cut 
her capers, the m id river channel has now 
a depth of more than eight feet, and as the 
largest vessels on the river do not draw 
more than about seven feet, navigation ia 
perfectly free from Mannheim to R otter­ 
dam. 
The first steam boat on the Rhiue 
arrived a t Coblentz in 1817 from London, 
during high water, creating great excite­ 
m ent. 
Some years later the Netherlands 
Steam Navigation Company inaugurated 
regular 
trips 
between Rotterdam 
and 
Cologne; in 1827 the Cologne company 
began to send boats from Cologne to May- 
ence, and ten years later the Dusseldorf 
company was established, 
with regular 
trips from Rotterdam to Mannheim.

present the Rhine is navigatr d by a fleet of 
nearly 300 ster.m -rs and about 2,800 sail­ 
ing vessels and freight barges. 


S a n d e d A m e r ic a n C o t t o n .—In repelling 
the charge brought by Colonel A:b rfc D. 
Shaw, U nited States Consul at Manches­ 
ter, th a t sanded American cotton has re­ 
cently appeared in the English m arket in 
considerable quantity, certain Southern 
new'spapera have seen fit to discredit the 
Consul’s knowledge and motives. 
In ta k ­ 
ing this course they have been unwise, as 
well as ungenerous. 
Colonel Shaw’s report 
was made after careful investigation, and 
his sole purpose was to serve American 
cottoH-producers by advising them of the 
faults and needs of the existing system of 
putting their cotcon upon the Eaglish m ar­ 
ket. 
W hether sand and moisture are ad­ 
m itted to American bales through careless­ 
ness or design, the result is equally disad­ 
vantageous to the reputation of American 
cotton and to the pockets of American 
growers. 
The best thing which Southern 
producers could do would be to adm it th a t 
clean, bright cotton is more than worth 
the labor it requires, and to see to it that 
their product *.s of th at description.

A novel and very p retty room for a 
youL a lady had curtains, dressing case, 
draperies, ce.^ar case for holding dresses, 
chairs, lam brequins for m antel and book- 
shelve3 all of cretonne, in m ost original 
pattern. 
The ground was in wood color, 
and over its surface, on broken limbs of 
trees and green leaves and gay flowers, 
were eighteen different kinds of tropical 
birds, iiTall colors. 
Two cages—one con­ 
taining a m ockicg bird, the other a canary 
were hung in the windows.

It is a deiibei 
ate endeavor to capture the popular vote 
hy a line of action which leads over a well- 
traveled path to certain defeat and disap­ 
pointment. 
The Democratic manager? 
have no issue upon which they dare to go 
before the people, and so they have under­ 
taken to manufacture one out of pretended 
hostility to the railroads. It is notorions 
that these same Democratic managers 
made the most desperate efforts to form sn 
alliance with the railroads prior to the 
Convention at San .lose. The extent, o. 
their sincerity may be judged from this. 
But the whole line they have taken is not 
only old but utterly discredited. They 
have, in the recklessness of their dema­ 
gogias;, put behind them the experience of 
the past twenty years. They have set out 
to make a war upon the railroads which 
foredoomed to result in nothing because of 
its folly and ignorance and perverseness. 
The railroads have notning to apprehend 
from men who attack them with proposi 
tiocs for a twenty per cent, flat reduction 
on iares and freights, rbe very extra.a- 
gance of such propositions renders them 
entirely harmless. But they are by no 
means as harmless to the people. The un­ 
scrupulous rogues who masquerade behind 
anti-monopoly disguises, and wno are al­ 
ways prepared to sell out at haif an hour s 
notice, have never done anything but to 
delay the accomplishment of real reforms. 
Thev are arrant quacks, who only aggra­ 
vate the diseases they pretend to cure, and 
who, by confusing the pnolic mind, render 
insoluble problems which would jield to 
sober and ilisDassionate and pa.icnt treat­ 
ment. 
Several years ago Charles bran.Í3 Ad­ 
ams observed, in the same connection : 
“ W hat is called the railroad problem 
“ seems to me, uow more than ever, a 
“ thing perfectly easy of solution ; and 
“ yet one the practical solution of which 
“ is, under existing circumstances, hardly 
“ to be hoped for. The difficulties in the 
“ way are very obvious. Our laws, the 
“ political catch-words which outweigh 
“ ail argument, and an uninformed public 
“ opinion, do not allow the railroad sya 
“ tern to follow out quietly its natural 
“ course of development, subject to an in­ 
telligent restraint when that develop- 
‘ ‘ ment runs into essential abuses. 
We 
“ are always pounding away at it, it is 
“ true, but generally after a erazy, 
" mistaken fashion, or on some false or 
“ quite immaterial iesue. The weak points 
“ of the system are not generally known; 
“ the patience necessary to find them out 
“ is looked upon as a sign of timidity or 
“ treachery: and thus every attempt at 
“ dealing with a resliy great aud intricate 
“ subject takes, soon or late, the form of 
“ a new quack cureall legislative pill. 
Does not every word of this apply to 
the history of the railroad question in 
California? That history is a record of 
numerous “ crazy, mistaken assaults upon 
the railroads, inspired by ferocious malig­ 
nity, united with a blind deBire to destroy 
the corporations, destitute of reason or 
tolerance or patience or common eense. 
And what has been the result of these vio­ 
lent assaults? We reply, nothing but 
froth and noise. The absence of intel­ 
ligence in the movements has deprived 
them of all significance, and they have 
every one ultimately broken up as a rear­ 
ing line of billows is broken up when it 
hurls itself upon a rocky coast. 
The sound and fury of these Anti-Monop­ 
oly movements have availed them nothing 
but to delude the people. They have gone 
on to the last pursuing phantoms of their 
own creation, aud at the first touch of cold 
facts they have dissolved and disappeared. 
It might have been thought that this ex­ 
perience, which has been repeated several 
times, should have by this time enlight­ 
ened the public. Perhaps it has. Of that 
the election will be the beat test. But 
the Democratic politicans evidently be­ 
lieve that the worn-out and discredited old 
barbarous methods are still good enough to 
bait their books with, and so they proceed 
to beat the Anti-Railroad tom-toms in the 
familiar fashion. 
The Republican party 
has now an opportunity to utilize tbe 
Democracy as a shocking example. It is 
left to the Republicans to show their ap­ 
preciation of the intelligence of the public 
bv avoiding the blunders and crudities 
into which the demagogism of their op­ 
ponents has led the latter. Experience 
has proved in the moat definitive way that 
the railroad problem never can be solved 
in the way the Democrats propose to solve 
it. That has been tried, again and again, 
aud has failed. It has been tried so often, 
and has failed so signally, that only an »n- 
commonly impudent knave or stnpid foo' 
would pledge himself at this time to try it 
again, or would pretend to regard it as a 
practical line of policy. 
Even when demagogues find themselves 
in office they are often compelled by the 
inexorable force of circumstances to reason 
logically. Ab an instance of tbis we will 
give an extract from the report of General 
Stoneman when he was Chairman of the 
Railroad Commission. 
He then said, 
officially : “ A proposition to fix by law 
“ the rates of freight on each commodity 
“ transported, is a proposal todetermine the 
“ proportions in which the difference iu 
“ terminal values shall be divided between 
" the producer and the carrier, and to 
“ value the Bhare allotted to the latter in 
“ advance. 
But difference of terminal 
“ values is so utterly different in the cases 
“ of the innumerable variety of different 
“ commodities carried; so varies, even in 
“ the case of the same commodity, with 
“ seasons, places and circumstances; issode- 
“ pendent, in many instances, on the course 
“ of market values abroad, which fluctuate 
“ even from day to day, that it is simply 
“ impossible to frame a tariff based on snch 
“ division, which will not prove either in- 
“ effectual on the one hand, or unjust on 
“ the other.” The man who subscribed to 
these views now declares himself in favor 
of a full twenty per cent, redaction of 
rates. He knows that snch a reduction is 
impracticable. He knows that to attempt 
it would paralyze transportation and block 
the wheels of industry. 
But because he 
is a candidate, and thinks the people are 
credulous fools, who will swallow any 
fatuous nonsense, he takes this position. 
Brought face to face with the facts he 


could not withstand them ; but now he íb 
only dealing with what be regards as an 
iguorant aud prejudiced public, aud bo he 
ii willing to say anything. But tho whole 
Democratic programme travels in a vicious 
circle. It is the same old story over again. 
Tne same quack remedies. The same cer­ 
tainty of failure. The Republican party 
can best oppose this by assuming that the 
California voter has intelligence, aud knows 
when he has been hoodwinked, and by 
taking a manly, explicit, impartial and 
enlightened position upon the question ot 
corporate interests. 
To copy after the 
Democracy is ruin. To take issue with 
them squarely promises victory. 


THE POOR M aS’3 DAY. 
Sunday is emphatically the poor man s 
day. It is the one holiday a week which 
he has not to buy for himself. It is the 
one day upon which he can feel in some 
degree independent. On that day alone 
can he choose his own occupation, dispose 
of the hours to suit himself, rest from his 
toil, refresh his brain and weary muscles at 
once, attend to his family, and do some­ 
thing to civilize himself and those who be­ 
long to him. The abolition of this Sunday 
holiday would do more to brutalize the 
masses than any other change that can be 
conceived of. Not even free whisky would 
so surely and hopelessly enslave and de­ 
grade the toiling millions. Yet tbe Demo 
eratic party of California, in State Conven­ 
tion assembled, has pledged itself not only 
to the repeal of tbe existing Sunday law, 
but to the prevention of any legislation 
having tho same end in view. This is the 
same Democratic party which professes to 
be the special champion of labor. In 
adopting the fifth plank of the San Jose 
platform it has betrayed its alleged friends 
and proteges, and has done what it could 
to deliver them over, bound band and foot, 
to mental and physical degradation. There 
need not be any question of religion in 
this discussion. 
The inevitable conse­ 
quence of the success of the Democracy in 
their present raid upon Sunday legislation 
can be perceived aa clearly by tho agnostic 
as by the Christiau. It is the abolition of 
the rest day at which their plank is aimed ; 
and it requires no special keenness to Bee 
that this must follow the repeal of all Sun­ 
day legislation. It is the most insidious, 
deadly blow te the comfort and happiness 
and future prospects of the poor man that 
has ever been struck by a political organ- 
zation, and tbe people have not been slow 
to realiza this fact. Nor can the Demo­ 
cratic journals lessen the significance of 
their platform by asserting that they, 
speaking for themselves, are in favor of the 
Sunday holiday. They cannot speak for 
their party. They cannot set asido its 
official declaration of issues and prin­ 
ciples. If it carries the State in Novem­ 
ber the meaning of its victory will be in­ 
terpreted in no other way than by the 
platform. It will be at once claimed and 
perforce conceded that tho people of Cali­ 
fornia have consented to the abolition of 
Sunday. And therefore there is no escspe 
from the conclusion that every vote for 
the Democratic ticket will be a vote for 
the abolition of the poor man s holiday. 
These are the plain facts of the situation. 
We lay them before Democrats as well as 
before Republicans. 
We challenge all 
whom it may concern to dispute the prop­ 
osition that a Democratic victory must be 
regarded aa a popular indorsement of the 
Democratic position on the Sunday law. 
Nor is there any room for doubt as to the 
meaning of the Democratic declaration. 
There is the platform, for all to read, and 
we contident'y affirm that oat of that fifth 
plank it is impossible to deduce auv other 
conclusion than that which we have stated. 


THE CONTRACT SYSTEM. 
We print this morning a letter written 
by Mr. .1. C. Stubbs, the General Freight 
Agent of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
way Company, to the Examiner, in ex­ 
planation and vindication of the much- 
abused contract system. The statement of 
Mr. Stubbs speaks for itself. It is au en­ 
tirely lucid and sufficient answer to the 
wild and foolish assertions which have 
been made by the Examiner and Chronicle, 
Tne former of these journals has published 
an article upon the letter which only shows 
that the Bohemians who conduct that 
paper haVe received orderB not to trust the 
railroad company with even an appearance 
of fairness. The statement of Mr. Stubbs 
cannot be met by the' Examiner, and it 
will convince every candid reader that tbe 
system which haB been so decried is io al* 
respects perfectly fair to the shippers. The 
one fact that every such contract is sought 
by the latter, indeed, should be of itself 
sufficient to disprove the monstrous fables 
which have been circulated in this con­ 
nection. The real fact, however, is that 
merchants constantly endeavor to obtain 
commercial advantages over one another 
by this means, and that many of them 
resent the efforts of the railroad company to 
maintain equality between them. 
How 
this is done we will endeavor to explain 
by an illustration. 
A is a hard, 
ware merchant, but has a specialty 
in, say, axes. Of these he imports several 
carloads a year, hut he does very little in, 
say, shovels. Now A will go to the rail­ 
road company and negotiate for a special 
contract, and when he and the freight 
agent are making the rates on the several 
articles comprising the schedule, he will 
ask for a very low rate on axes. ‘To obtain 
this he is perfectly willing that tho rates 
shall be marked np on goods of which he 
imports comparatively little, and he will 
casually BUggest that he can stand a high 
rate on shovels. He does this well know­ 
ing that his neighbor B has a specialty in 
shovels. Next day B comes in to get a 
special contract, and the freight agent at 
once shows him the contract made with A. 
He glances down it and peroeives that 
shovels have been marked up, and of 
course inquires the reason. The agent can 
only reply that A himself proposed the ar­ 
rangement. “ And well he might,” says 
B. “ For while he knows that I import 
“ twenty carloads of Bhovets every year, 
“ he himself does not sell half a carload !” 
Of course it is impossible for a railroad 
freight agent to understand the inside of 
every man’s business. 
As Mr. Stubbs 
says, the shippers themselves for the most 
part make their own rates, simply because 
they aloue can tell what arrangements it 
will pay them to make. But the shippers 
often undertake to get the better of the 
railroad company, and it is to defeat these 
combinations that it has been found neces­ 
sary to make the contracts as binding as 
possible. Two merchants, for instance, 
will agree between themaelvBS te make 


contracts with the railroad company, and 
in doing so each will propcse high rates for 
articles of which he imports very little, 
and at the same time secure low rates on 
something which the other sells a great 
deal of. Then they exchange goods, and 
so defeat the contract. Another method 
has been for a shipper hy rail to arrange 
with a shipper by sea on the same princi­ 
ples, and thus to secure all the advantages 
of all-rail carriage for two firms, at the ex­ 
pense of one contract. Of course, when 
shippers are playing these and similar 
tricks it often happenB that somebody gets 
hurt, aud then there is resentment ana 
outcry. But nothing can be more untrue 
than the assertion that there is any coer­ 
cion or oppression atom the system. The 
shippers make special contracts because 
they see that they can make money by it. 
The open rates are free to everybody, and 
they are the same for all. Every merchant 
knows what they are, and if he prefers 
a contract it is because he believes that it 
will give him greater advantages than the 
open rate*. 
As Mr. Stubbs points out, the contract 
system does not suit the heavy importers. 
What they want is a guarantee of tonnage, 
because under tiiat system they would 
have a perpetual advantage over the small 
shippers. The company, however, aotiDg 
most clearly anil indisputably in the inter­ 
est of the small shippers, has refused to 
give the large importers this kind of mo­ 
nopoly, and has thrown open the contract 
system to the whole public, putting it 
upon the simple basis of a contract to do 
all the transportation for each individua 
who enters into the agreement. Those who 
enter this contract do eo voluntarily, aud 
for no other reason than because they see 
their profit in it. If, haviDg made it, any 
of them undertake to evade it subac 
qucntly, the company must protect itself, 
aud has a perfect right to do so, for, as 
M r. Stubbs observes, this is the sole con­ 
sideration to the railroad in the whole ar 
rangement. Frequently the advantage is 
all on the side of the shipper, as, for in­ 
stance, where a man is really engaged in the 
importation of but one or two articles. In 
such a case he cau afford to have all the 
rest of the line of his business marked up, 
but the high rates do not affect him, be- 
cau»e he has low rates on the only goods he 
really deals in. We could mention many 
specific caseE of this kind, in which it is 
perfectly clear that the railroad actually 
loses money by making the contract. 
The idea that the shippers are all unsophis­ 
ticated individuals, who are wofully op­ 
pressed by the railroad, and ground down 
under its tyrannical regulations, is alto­ 
gether too diaphanous. The truth is that 
the company has enough to do to hold its 
own against these very innocent persons. 
The Anti-Monopoly howlers, however, 
have undertaken to “ hedge ” on this sub­ 
ject. They have been very careful to 
assert that it was useless to try to get at 
the truth through the shippers, for the rea­ 
son that tbe latter are afraid to speak out. 
This is rather an ingenious method of ex­ 
plaining in advance the absolute dearth of 
evidence in support of the charges. The 
truth is that the shippers do not “ speak 
out ” because they have nothing to divulge. 
They are businessmen, and they know very 
well that when they make these contracts 
it is for their own advantage. The fact 
that the number of contracts is increasing 
continually shows that the merchants are not 
afraid of them. There is no mystery about 
the business. The railroad makes the con­ 
tracts in order to secure more and steadier 
traffic. The merchant makes them because 
it pays him to do so. Nobody is coerced, 
nobody is oppressed, nobody is cheated, 
Mr. Doyle and Mr. Gibbs, the Examiner 
and the Chronicle, to the contrary notwith 
standing. Tho contract system is kased 
npon ordinary and familiar business princi 
pies. Anybody may take it or leave it, as 
they choose. The rational presumption of 
coarse is and must be that all who take it 
believe that it is to their advantage to do 
ao. The fact that nearly all who have 
taken it have continued it justifies the 
furthor presumption that these anticipations 
of advantage have not been disappointed. 
The fact is that a more utterly fraudulent 
and preposterous howl was never raised 
than this about the contract system, and 
that the demagogues must have been terri­ 
bly in need of a cause of offense against the 
railroad when they invented it. 


ENGLAND AND THE PCRPF. 
Tho Sultan appears to have slowly made 
np his mind to send an expedition to 
Egypt, but he has acted too late. If he 
sends an expedition now the English Gov 
eminent will claim the right to control it. 
England will not permit the Porte to take 
precedence in the Egyptian operations. 
Tho dispatch of a Turkish expedition 
would, however, bring the question of a 
holy war to a head, for Arabi would then 
have to engage in hostilities with Moham­ 
medans, The unabated insolenceof the rebel 
soldier does not at all necessarily indicate 
consciousness of bis strength. On the con­ 
trary there are many Bigns that the Egyp­ 
tians generally would be glad to return to 
their allegiance to the Khedive if they 
were not intimidated by the army, aud it 
may be regarded as certain that at the first 
considerable reverse the army itself will 
melt away. The Sultan would no doubt 
like to get control of Egypt again, and re­ 
duce it to the condition of a province, but 
England cannot permit that, since she is 
bound to protect the Suez Canal, and 
since she could not do that if the 
country wero once more abandoned to op­ 
pression and plunder and anarohy and in­ 
trigue, which is all that Turkish rule can 
briug forth. As the ciss stands it may 
easily be understood that England would 
prefer to do the work in Egypt single- 
hauded, though she can hardly refuse the 
co operation of the Porte if it is offered. 
Turkish troops, however, will, in the event 
of co operation, probably be retained for 
garrison purposes, while active operation-1 
will be carried on by the East Indian con­ 
tingent and tho British forces. It appears 
now that France has concluded not to send 
a land force, and though the Porte has be­ 
gan to talk seriously of embarking troops, 
it is by no means certain that anything of 
the kind will be done. It is hardly likely 
that the Saltan is alarmed at the impudent 
threat of Arabi, for hs knows that 
tha holy 
war business is a very 
precarious kind of resort, and of course 
he has no particular respect for the 
military prowess of a commander who has 
never exhibited any genius, aed who has 
under him an army which the Abyssinians 
whipped ignominionsly. In fact, a dcz.n 
battalions of Turks would no doubt dis­ 


perse all Arahi’a forces in thirty minutes. 
Against the heroes of Plevna the run­ 
away Egyptians would stand no show 
whatever. But the Turk is not wanted 
in Egypt just now, arid if he goes there he 
will not be permitted to do any conquer­ 
ing on his own account. In the interest 
of civilization, aud for the protection of 
her Indian Empire, England is bound to 
restore order to Egypt, and to do bo she 
must wipe out Arabi Pasha and all his 
clique. This she will undoubtedly do, and 
when it is done she will have a good deal, 
if cot everything, to say about the kind of 
government Egypt shall thereafter pos­ 
sess. 
And Europe generally this time 
acquiesces in the necessity and the justice 
of the English policy in Egypt. 


TEE “ TIMES* AV.D THE DYHAMI7S 
SCHOOL. 
The London Times is very severe on tbe 
toleration of what it calls the “ dynamite 
“ school ” by the American people. The 
occasion of its censure appears to nave 
been a story from New York to the effect 
that a school had been established in that 
city by the Donovan Rossa faction, for 
giving instruction in the preparation aDd 
use of all kinds of deadly explosivea ; the 
said knowledge to be subsequently utilized 
in the destruction of F.ritish life and prop­ 
erty. Now it would be saying too much 
ic assert that there is actually no ground 
for the criticism of the Times, It mu3t be 
admitted that tbe exigencies of politics 
cause Americans to tolerate a great deal 
which they really condemn. But the main 
reason why American public opinion has 
been so quiescent in the face of the out- 
rageouB announcements of the “ dynamite 
“ school,” has been the absence of any 
faith in tho seriousness or reality of 
these announcements. The Times appears 
not to know that Donovan and his fol­ 
lowers are utterly without credit or respect 
in this country, but so it is. When these 
persons get imre New York reporter to 
write up their “ dynamite school,” or their 
fulsome lies about the vessels they have 
blown up, or their disgusting brag abont 
the destruction 
they are 
preparing 
for 
the 
“ perfidious 
Saxon,” 
tho 
American people shrug their shoulders and 
conclude that another assessment is about 
to be levied upon the servant girls. No­ 
body believes that the “ dynamite school” 
represents any real or dangerous element. 
It is regarded as a method of ‘’moral agri- 
“ culture,” by means of which certain in­ 
dolent people contrive to get themselves 
supported without working. There may, 
perhaps, be more in it than this; but at all 
events nothing has hitherto occurred to 
warrant each a belisf. And England has 
occasional'y harbored a good many more 
daDgerous conspirators herseif. More than 
that, she has refused to give them up to 
tbe Governments against whoso heads they 
were plotting. A country which knows 
what the maintenance of freedom entails in 
the way of abuses, ought to understand 
that it is often necessary to submit to 
things which are disagreeable, because not 
to submit to them would involve some tam­ 
pering with the fundamental principles 
upon which liberty rests. 
Bat in any 
case there is no reason to apprehend any 
real danger from the “ dynamite school,” 
and perhaps they are more likely to blow 
themselves up than anybody else. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA INDEPENDENTS. 


A REJOINDEE. 


FREIGHT MANAGER J. C STUBBS RE­ 
PLIES TO THE " EX ,MINER.” 


Freight Charges—The Contract System— 
The Railroad Question. 


The 1 ennsyivania Independents have 
given their final answer to Don I 'ameron's 
men. They refuse to accept any of the 
propositions made to them. They say that 
they are united to fight “ Bossism,” and 
that they cannot agree to terms which 
would stultify them at the very outset. 
They are right. Had they allowed them- 
selves'to be persuaded by Cameroc’e man­ 
agers they would have ceased to deserve 
and to receive the support of the really 
independent element among the Republi­ 
can voters of Pennsylvania. They must 
maintain the principles for which they 
leagued together, or they must disband. 
It was impossible that aDy compromise 
should have been reached between two 
elements so hopelessly antagonistic. Any 
such arrangement would have been as de­ 
trimental to morals as a pact between po­ 
licemen and thieves. 


PRICES HEP.S AND ELSEWHERE. 
We printed yesterday a letter from an 
Englishman who íb familiar with the retail 
grocery business in England and the 
United States, and who gave a series of 
illustrations of the much higher scale of 
prices paid for various necessary articles 
in this country. One of the most remark­ 
able points made by our correspondent, 
however, was in relation to canned salmoD. 
Now this is put np on the spot, as we may 
say. 
Yet it appears that whereas it is 
retailed in Liverpool at 12 cents per can, 
it is sold for 20 cents in California. It can­ 
not be shown that the higher price here is 
due to " railroad extortion,” for no freight 
is paid on it before it is sold in this mar­ 
ket. Yet as we have seen it is possible to 
take these goods all the way to Liverpool, 
and then sell them 8 cents a can cheaper 
than they are bought in Sacramento. 


PREPARING TO COME DOW?. 
It looks as though Arabi was preparing 
to come down before he is shot at. He is 
said to have expressed a desire to sur­ 
render to somebody, provided he can ob­ 
tain satisfactory terms. Under the cir- 
camstanocs it will probably not be thought 
safe to establish such an awkward prece­ 
dent, though if Turkey wa3 alone in the 
affair no donbt ebe would accept the pro­ 
posal, and then canse Arabi to he quietly 
put out of the way as soon as he bad de­ 
livered himself. As it is, ho will apparently 
have to fight, unless he is prepared to sur­ 
render without conditions, or at best on 
the promise of his life. 


THE TARIFP COMMISSION. 
The Tariff Commission, it is gravely 
asserted, is at present being “ coached” 
by a number of protectionists, who are 
giving valuable advice aa tc the amount 
of protection their respective interests re­ 
quire. We are not surprised at this, be­ 
cause it was just what such a Tariff Com­ 
mission might have been expected to dtp 
We see that the quinine manufacturers are 
at work to get the duty on the drug 
again. ThiB item will be read with special 
interest in malarious districts, the people 
of which will of course appreciate the pa­ 
ternal care manifested toward them by the 
Government. 
A liAEOR woolen mill is to be erected at Sa-Iem, 
Or. Tho machinery has been ordered, and t;;e 
building cf tbo mill will acon begin.

To the Editor of the Examiner—Sir: Of 
late the writer has frequently been asked, 
*• Why does the railroad company allow the 
misstatements which are being circulated re- 
euecting the matter of contracts for through 
Weat-bi uud freight to go^ uncontradicted ? ” 
The answer is, that the animus of the attacks 
upon the railroad company is obvious to all 
who read. With respect to the “ contract 
p la D ,” which has been particularizad as espe­ 
cially obnoxious to the merchant and hurtful 
to trade, thoee concerned are as familiar with 
it as are the raiiroad agents. Tbe knowledge 
of the merchant is a sufficient defense, before 
his judgment and conscience, against the pub­ 
lications cf those who find p!ea¿ure or profit 
iu misrepresenting the railroad companies. 
It has been urged, however, aud by a promi­ 
nent merchant, too, tnat it is due to the mer­ 
chant, who is charged with being a party to 
a scandalous abomination that is “ sapping 
the foundations of tne city's prosperity,” and 
to the railroad companies, the other parties 
thereto, tnat a fair statement of the facts be 
mr de; otherwise, the mass of the people, 
who are not iu trade would accept these false 
reports aa true. For the purpose of makim/ 
such a statement, I respectfully ask the 
courtesy of your columns. 
1 presume all will admit that the legitimate 
functions of railroad companies are those of 
carriers for profit. PurMiirg the exercise of 
these functions, the severed companies whose 
railroads connect the Atlantic and Pacific 
States have sought the carrying trade between 
those Stitís, the object being one common to 
all capable, enterprising business men. to se­ 
cure the maximnra trade at the maximum 
price. They poreasaed no monopoly, else 
there would have been no incitement to effort, 
no necessity to plan and labor to enlarge the 
traffic overland. On tho contrary, they had 
encountered competition the most difficult to 
overcome—competitors as numerous as the 
ships engaged iu the game trade. They were 
subjected to that universal law that a service 
or a thing is worth no more and no less than 
what others can and wil! perform or produce 
it for—iitne aud place bciDg factors in the 
cost of reproduction—and were obliged to 
conform their methods to the peculiar Lature 
of their competition. 
The shorter time and lesser risk of trans­ 
portation overland, as .-.gainst the sea route, 
would secure to the farmer a share of the 
trade at a greater price than any they have 
ever asked ; but for the larger portion, the 
total cost of shipment by sea w- uld necessa­ 
rily measure the freighting charge by rail. 
Numerous experiments and careful study 
proved, however, that the value to the ship­ 
per of the service by rail, as compared with 
the service by ship, was difficult, if not im­ 
possible, to determine, except by an average 
for a given time. 
On most commodities—except those of 
greatest value, on which the ordinary insur­ 
ance would exceed the highest rate asked by 
the rail carriers, or which, by reason of 
perishable nature, could not stand the sea 
voyage — a portion, for temporary needs, 
would seek the rail liue, while the bulk would 
go by sea. The average rate made by com­ 
puting freight and all the charges incident to 
transportation by both rates, of course repre­ 
sented what the railroad carriers might fairly 
ask for carrying tha whole ; yet thin average 
would be greater than the actual coat by sea ; 
hence, if published as the rail rate, while ir, 
would doubtless increase the tonnage by rail, 
would pcarcely increase the earnings, it wan 
evident that the shipper must be placed under 
some obligation, iu consideration of the re­ 
duced rate overland, to ship his goods by that 
route. All shippers professed a preference 
for the all-rail re nte at the same gross cost. 
The rail carriers desired to indulge that pref­ 
erence, if it could be done with profit. 
Toe simplest plan, an 1 the one which was 
moat frequently suggested by Cape Horn 
shippers, was a tariff based upon a guaranty 
of tonnage ; e. g., the merchant would *gree 
to ehip a definite quantity of goods within a 
given time, in consideration of a certain rate 
of freight. Tho suggestion was natural, be­ 
ing in harmony with a well-settled and uni­ 
versally-practiced principle of trade. It was 
preferable alike to carriers and tho chief 
patrons of the sea routes. It involved, how­ 
ever, tbe priaciple of discriminative or differ­ 
ential rates—for interest and credit. The 
ability to carry a six months stock on the sea, 
en ronte, and a six months stock in store, are 
the chief factors determining the availability 
of the sea route to a shipper. The lowest 
rates c-uld only be obtained by the largest 
shipper. This plan, whil# agreeable to the 
large importers, and urged by them as the 
only reasonable and just one, would be ob­ 
noxious to the smaller hhipper and would be 
opposed to the sentiment that there must be 
no discrimination beiweeu persons in the 
charge for freighting service. It was then 
decided to offer special inducements to any 
and all who would agree to give to the rail 
lines all of their business for one year, rc- 
yardlets of its volume. It perhaps needs no 
argument to support the statement that a 
man, a mill or a factory can, with profit, 
afford to work at a lower rate per unit of 
service or product, under a guaranty of con­ 
stant employment, than without such guar­ 
anty, being forced to take the chances of the 
open market. It i« ncne the less true con­ 
cerning carriers. 
Un the other hand stability of rates is, of 
itself, of great importance to the shipper, and 
the guaranty of a definite rate of freight for 
one year is of value to all except the specu­ 
lators. So far the proposition seemed to rest 
upon sound acd generally recognized business 
principles. It presented, also, this feature— 
that it ask**d not shipper to do an impossibil­ 
ity. To ask one man to guarsntee five hun­ 
dred or a thousand tons of freight in one 
year, in consideration of a certain rate of 
freight, might he reasonable. His neighbor, 
however, could net comply with this condi­ 
tion, hence could not get the lower rate, and 
would be unable to compete for the trade ; 
but to give all his tonnage was a reasonable 
condition, eaei y performed by every shipper, 
and placed ail upon a common footing, so far 
as their obligations to tbe carrier and the con­ 
siderations received therefor were concerned 
T h e foregoing presents the salient points 
in the h istory of the occasion, sp irit and pur- 
:»08e of the^ m ethod of handling west-bound 
through freigh t under w h at is know n as the 
con tract ploD. It w ill be obí¿rved th at in 
the adoption of the method in use the car­ 
riers endeavored not on ly to avoid unjust 
discrim ination but also a discrim ination which 
m ay be term ed the com m on la w of trade— 
th at 
w h ich 
discounts in favor of the large 
b u yer— in order th at no man m igh t ju stly 
coinolain th at the result of their policy wan 
to “ m ake the poor m an poorer and the rich 
m an rich er.” In doing so they antagonized, 
to some extent, the desire of the h eavy im ­ 
porters (whose trade wan th at w hich the rail­ 
road com panies w ere seeking) for low er rates 
than the ordin ary shipper enjoyed, and cer­ 
tain ly in volved thetnselverf in a more cum ber­ 
some 
and 
expensive 
undertaking 
than 
it 
would h ave been u ader the plan of scaling 
the rateH in proportion to the tonDage ban ­ 
died— a plan w hich would have pleased all 
the large houses, but w hich would have been 
very objectionable to the sm aller ones. 
It is well known that the rates provided in 
theae contracts are based upon the value of 
the rail service a* compared with the service 
by 
They have in all oas¿« been de­ 
rived from information and advice received 
from the largest shipper», the question to 
*hippfcrs being: “ What will you pay?” 
So that, while many of the contract rates are 
the i63ult of a compromise of view» between 
tbe shipper and the freight agent, yet, upon 
the whole, it may be said that the merchant, 
and not the railroad companies, has male tbe 
rate.It may be well to note, just here, that d o 
shippe’- h rate is higher because o? these con­ 
tracts. The largest importers enjoy special 
advantage* in shipping by t-ea as compared 
with small shippers u*ing the «ame route. 
The coat by sea to the large shipper, a=* a 
rule, govern» the rail contract rates, whether 
the shipper be large or small. 
The contract, (as an entirety, simply ex­ 
preses an agreement upon the part of the 
importing merchant to give to the railroad 
companies the carrying of all the goods han­ 
dled by them (i. e., which are supplied to hia 
trade) which are the subject of transporta­ 
tion from the Atlantic to the Pacific coast 
ytate»1, and upon the part of the carriers to 
give to the merchant in return for aU of his 
badness, as above, the rate» agreed upon be­ 
tween merchant and freignt agent. 
It would be unjust to permit a dealer, not 
under the same obligations, to receive the 
same rates as the extracting merchant: 


hence the provision that the contract shcu!d 
no. be made use of to be: efit other parties. 
Tnis was a reasonable and nece-aary protec­ 
tion to the regular and honed dealer, a» well 
as the carrier. Without it none c uld or 
would make the agreement. It originated 
with the merchant and not with the milroad 
company. 
Again, if a merchant were to buy in this 
market, to supply his customers, goods known 
to have been imported by «ea, no would not 
perform his part of the agreement, but wr uld 
deprive the carrier of the sole cooaideratu n 
the contract secured to it. Without tiiei-e 
provision.» the contract plan would be in­ 
operative—of no value either to mer.hant or 
carrier. 
It is not true tbat merchant» who have 
chosen to accept the terms of the railroad com- 
paiiie.-? have been forbidden by the companies 
or tueir sgenta to buy goods in thia market. 
Such shippers Dave voluntarily undertaken, 
for a valuable consideration, to give the rail­ 
road companies the carrying of ail the goods 
handled by them which are brought from the 
East. If this undertaking i* any restraint 
upon them, iht restraining act is thrir own 
and not that of the railroad companies. 
It is nottrub that me; chanta who have made 
contracts with the railroad companies are for­ 
bidden to sell goods to any party or parties, 
even though such party or parties may b© 
shippers of goods by tea. The contracting 
merchant is at liberty to sell to whom he 
pleases, and cau d - t*o freely. In no case will 
he be charged a higher rate than the published 
tariff. 
It cannot be said that the pi tn has wcrkfd 
as smoothly and pleasantly as the most exact­ 
ing would desire, but it is submitted that 
there has been manifested upon the part of 
the officers of the Central Pacific Raiiroad 
Company a patient and pereistent effort to 
work the business in a manner to secure the 
co-operation of tne shippers. The business of 
transportation inu-u be handled under rules 
and reguladora of general application, and all 
criticism should be made witn that in view. 
A general rule or regulation may prove un­ 
reasonably restrictive when applied to a pe­ 
culiar case, but if made to cover that particu­ 
lar ca¿e might prove, upon the whole, 
burdensome and oppressive. 
The raiiroad companies participating in tha 
overland carrying trade are numerous, and 
their freight sgentsdo not always agree. The 
shippers employing the railroads embrace ail 
trades, classes and c adition»—a multitude of 
men whose interact *.fUn conflict. It would 
be strange, indeed, if there were not differ­ 
ences cf opinion and complaints arising there­ 
from constantly. 
Every bujine«R man who has joined in 
these contracts knows that he studied his own 
interests in doing so ; that there was no coer­ 
cion, no threat, nor any words or means em­ 
ployed by tbe railroad agents to influence his 
action, other than what a man of reasonable 
tact and discretion wooid employ in boliciting 
the trade ot a new customer or au enlarged 
patronage fr ;m au old oLe. All will acknowl­ 
edge that the tlí.rt to iocreaee the traffic 
overland has woraed an annual reduction in. 
charges by rail, aod that the bentfi*» have 
not been cod fined t • rail shippers, because the 
reduced rail ratet- have caused material reduc­ 
tion» by sea. 
There- are very few, if any, who will not 
say, from their jwd knowledge, that moat of 
tbe complaints they Lave to make arise from 
causes which the* Central Pac'fit: Railroad 
Company cannot control; that iu the cietri- 
bution of their good.*» to the interior, over 
lines wholly controlled by the latter com­ 
pany, they seldom have occasion for fault­ 
finding. 
The contract plan has been in use for sev­ 
eral year», and judging frorn the constantly 
increasing number of merchants availing 
themselves of it, has steadily grown in fav .r. 
Is it not, then, very strange tbat it should be 
suddenly discovered to be hurtful acd oppres­ 
sive, tiiat the merchants of San Franci-co en­ 
tertain a bitter feeling of animosity to the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company b cause of 
it, and are in snch abject fear of the company 
that they dare not complain, except under 
seal of »tricter<t confidence? Rather, i« it not 
evident that those who are so industriously 
ergaged in spreading these mischievous re­ 
ports seek to create a feeliug of antagonÍHin 
to the railroad companies, in furtherance of 
selfish designs ? 
The pzople may well ask “ whcse ax hi be­ 
ing ground by these attacks on the rdiiuad?” 
It would bo well, also, for tho*u who read 
with indifference to reflect, and a*-k them­ 
selves what influence these mb statements, 
spread broadcast over the land, will have 
upon immigration and the ultimate pro-perity 
of this iState. If, will also be Well tor the 
farmer to confider carefully what value is to 
be plrced upon the teachings of men who de­ 
nounce the raiiroad companies for pureuing a 
policy which has greatly reduced the freights 
upon hi» wagon», farming implement», hard­ 
ware and all articles of general cenbumption, 
upon the ground that it advances freights 
upon hia products by driving ship» from this 
port, and the next «lay denounces the par no 
comuaniea for opening a new line f >r the 
tran»portation of those product», because it 
compels the reduction in ratee thereon, and 
will have the effect of driving tonnage from 
this port.

SAN FRANCISCO NEWS. 
The David Crockett arrived Thursday, 
157 days from New York. She encoun­ 
tered a fearful gale on May .‘10th, iu lati­ 
tude 45 south, longitude SI* west, in the 
course of which her main bulwarks and 
nearly all her monkey-raii were stove in, 
and other damage was sustained. 
A week ago Henry A. Plate wras arrested 
on complaint of Mrs. D. M. Kluinpke, hia 
aunt, who charged him with the embezzle­ 
ment of $4,47!) 33, which she claimed she 
authorized him to collect. 
Thursday, 
when the case was called in Judge Rix’a 
Court, prosecuting attorney Blaney said : 
“ From facts which I have learned since 
the arrest of Mr. Plate I am satisfied that 
there should be no further proceedings iu 
thia case ; therefore I now move for a dis­ 
missal.” The motion was granted. 
The body of a man which had been in 
tbe water for about eight days was found 
on the beach, near Point Lobov, by George 
Law, yesterday, and taken to the Morgue. 
Tho deceased is apparently a young man, 
with black hair, clean shaven face, heavy- 
set, five feet seven inches in hight. lío 
wore a blue and white checked cotton shirt, 
and black diagonal pants, no coat or vest. 
The remains have been in tho water more 
than a week or ten day». In his shirt- 
front was a stnd with a Chinese mandarin 
engraved upon it. 
But little information has been gleaned 
with reference to the shooting of Mrs. 
Florence Sachs by her husband, in addition 
to that already given. Inquiry elicited the 
fact that Mrs. Sachs was progressing nice­ 
ly, but by the advice of her family phy­ 
sician no one besides her immediate rela­ 
tives waa admitted to her room.

upon her. Samuel L Sachs remained yes­ 
terday ensconced iu hia uncle’s mansion, 
No. 615 Lea^ven worth street, and all effort» 
tose* mm proved unavailing. W hat the 
outcome of the event will be is rather diffi­ 
cult to predict at present, as friends of the 
family have but slight hopes of a recon­ 
ciliation. All in any way connected with 
the parties are reserved and taciturn, tho 
only desire manifested by them being to 
keep this unfortunate domestic trouble 
from gaining further publicity. 
The tramp Triumph landed all but 300 
of her cargo of 795 coolies Thursday morn­ 
ing on the seawall. Twelve who shipped 
for Portland came ashore here, and re­ 
mained ashore, possibly attracted by the 
superior beauties of Chinatown life to & 
coastwise trip to Oregon. The Triumph 
proceeds to Portland on Saturday. The 
nine women aboard of her w.ll be allowed 
to land without much objection from the 
Custom-hoase authorities.

Farmer*’ faces this year 
have mure breadth in comparison to their 
length than for several years past. Hay and 
grain are booming, and they are happy. Take 
thi- section for insta nee. Four miles southwest 
of Elk Grove and two miles from George* 
town, lives I. F. Freeman. 
4 Bieathes there 
a man with soul so dead ’ that he don’t know 
* Uncle Isaac.’ Ü9 has lived there for the 
past twenty years, planting trees and mak­ 
ing improvements, arjd t^day has a nice little 
grove of timber, which 1*3 decidedly enjoys 
toe shade of during this hot weather as a 
shelter for his 290 pounds avoirdupois. Hav­ 
ing t>40 acres of land, beautifully situated, he 
has lor the past few years turned his atten­ 
tion to wheat-: airiGg, and this year rejoi.es 
in a crop of 7,000 bushels, his summer-fallow 
yielding twenty-eight bushels and winter- 
¡•‘owed seventeen bushels per acre—ail good, 
tirst-cla®* wheat. Messrs. .Sparrow, John­ 
son, S. W. Freeman and others adjoining have 
from sixteen to thirty-two bushels per acre.

l»ut this is not to be taken as a measure of 
the scholarship of the pupils. In the Capital 
school the audience was nearer to those in the 
rostrum, the teachers could more eanily pre­ 
serve order, and the very crowded condition 
of the room contributed to better discipline 
than was ; ossible at the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar School.

AEDÜL-EAMID II., 
8CLTAN OK TURKEY. 


Abdul-Hamid II., Sultan of 
Turkey, has been the occupant of 
that position between five and six 
years. As his features indicate, he 
is a man of considerable astutenesp, 
but his reign has been unfortunate, 
chiefly on account of the disastrous 
war with Russia, which was car­ 
ried on with great expenditure of 
Mood and treasure, and resulted in 
the loss of much territory to the 
Saltau. Iu dealing with the 
rebellious Servians and others 
prior to the contest with Ra“sia, 
tbe Turks were successful. Dis­ 
membered and bankrupt, Turkey 
is now in a pitiful condition, and 
the Suitau's ability as a diplomat, 
is btiag exercised in the attempt, 
which will probably prove un­ 
successful, to redeem his broken 
fortunes by the acquisition of in­ 
creased power in Egypt. To this 
end, he ia believed to have 
ccqnetted with Arabi Pasha, and 
to have promoted delay in the 
settlement the Powers have to 
make with that worthy, and the 
belief is becoming general that the 
landing of Turkish troops in Egypt 
would prove adverse and not help­ 
ful to the interests of England, 
France and other nations in that 
country. The Sultan is nominally 
head of the Mohammedan faith. 
The Sultan was born September 
22, 1842, tbe second son of Abdnl- 
Medjid. He vieited Paris in 1867.

T b s o rd in ary copper percussion cap w a 3 ' 
p a te n ted in 1S22 by JoBliua Shaw , w ho was 
in 3S45 com pensated by C ongress in th e 
sum of $20,000 for th is valuable invention. 
B u t brass and copper shell cartrid g es did 
n o t come in to use u n til som e th irty years 
ago, w hen th e ir im portance in m aking gas- 
tig h t jo in ts in breech-loading system s be­ 
gan to be recognized. 
T h e prom inence 
w hich th e ir m an u factu re has now a tta in ed 
in th is c o u n try iu supp ly in g foreign nations 
w ith am m unition, is due r o t only to th e 
in genuity w hich has developed th e me- 
cbauical m ethods em ployed, b n t also to 
th e p u rity and d u c tility of th e A m erican 
copper used in th e m anufacture. 
T h e shells for cartrid g es are m ade from 
copper an d brass sheets by presses. 
A fter 
inspection and gauging th e shells are lo a iid 
w ith pow der and b u llet. 
T h e loading m a­ 
ch in ery is especially ingenious, th e pow der 
being held in a funnel-snapped receiver and 
dropped by charges in to th e shell, au d , be­ 
ing pressed dow n by a rod o r pistoD, it is 
so co n triv ed th a t if, from an y cause, th e 
charge is too g reat, one beli rings, a n d if 
th e charge is to o sm all a n o th e r bell rings, 
th u s w arning th e a tte n d a n ts an d in su rin g 
th e u n ilo rm p y of th e charge. 
O ne loading 
m achine, w ith tw o a tte n d a n ts, h as a ca­ 
p acity of 25,000 a day. 
T h e slu g or b u lle t th e n in serted is som e­ 
tim es form ed from cylin d rical bars a t t t e 
ra te of fifty p er m iu u te, o r else is east, 
slu g furnaces an d a p p aratu s being used, 
tw o a tte n d a n ts eacb, an d th e capacity per 
furnace being u p w ard s of 50.000 a day. 
T h e slugs are cast in hand-m olds of eig h t­ 
een to tw en ty -fiv e a t a tim e. 
T hey are 
th e n passed th ro u g h 
sw aging or bullet- 
form ing presses, w hich are, or m ay lie, 
autom atic, iu w hich case one m an can a t­ 
ten d as m any as nine m achines— th e slugs 
being fed to th em o u t of hoppers or re ­ 
ceivers. 
T h ey are th e n jigged— a term 
used to d esignate th e placing of th e bu l­ 
lets in feed plates 
w hich is done p artly 
b y hand, 
b u t 
assisted 
by 
m achinery, 
w hich im p arts a v ib rato ry m otion to th e 
plates. 
T his is p re p arato ry to w h a t ie 
called channel rolling, th e jig g in g being for 
th e purpose of placing th e b u llets all u p ­ 
rig h t and iu position, so th a t th e y m ay be 
placed upon a revolving p late, w hich c ar­ 
ries them th ro u g h a channel b etw een c u t­ 
ters, w hich groove th e bullet. 
O ne such 
m achine has a daily cap acity of u p w ard of 
100,COO bu llets, aud one m an a tte n d s th ree 
m achines. 
C ertain grades of b u llets are 
now passed th ro u g h an e x tra close-gauge 
trim m ing press, a n d th e b u llets are gauged 
and inspected. 
T h e n e x t operation is bullet-p atch in g , or 
covering th e rille-bullets w ith pap er to p re­ 
v en t th e clogging of th e grooves of th e 
b arrel w ith lead. 
T h is is som etim es dene 
by h an d a n d som etim es by m achinery. 
In th e b u llet-p atch in g m achine th e b u llets 
are led to th e m achine by hand, and th e

m atically, and is rolled closely aro u n d th e 
b ullet, an d th e end is folded u p by th e

Tilomas Tusser, in ‘‘Good 
Husbandry Lessons,” h&B “ the stone tnat 
is rolling can gather no mo*?.” 
“ Better late than never. ’—This proverF»- 
ialiam originated with Thomas Tu¿snrt au­ 
thor of “ Five Hundred Foints of Good 
Husbandry,” who put it into his “ An 
Habitation Enforced.” Tueser’s writin;;b 
aro prolific of expressions which have long 
since become proverbial. 
“ No Royal Road to Geometry.”—Eu­ 
clid, who opened a school of mathematics 
at Alexandria, in the reign of the First 
Ptolemy, was once asked by that sovereign 
whether he could not explain his art to 
him in a more compendious way, to which 
Euclid made the celebrated answer that 
there was no royal road to geometry.

popular name given to the city of Wash­ 
ington, the capital of the United States, 
from the fact of its being laid out ou a 
very large scale. 
The entire site is tra­ 
versed by two sets of streets, from 70 to 
100 feet wide, at right angles to one an­ 
other, the whole again intersected oblique­ 
ly by fifteen avenues from 130 to 1G0 feet 
wide. 
“ See You D—d First.” 
Lord Thurlow, 
who died in 1800, wound up one of bis 
speeches in the British Parliament with : 
“ When I forget my sovereign, may my 
God forget me 
whereupon Wilkes is re­ 
ported to have said, somewhat coarsely, 
but not unhappily : 
“ Forget you ! 
He’ll 
see you d—d first.” Burke also exclaimed : 
“ Tne beet thing that could happen to 
you.” 
“ Sleeveless Errand.” 
This phrase oc­ 
curs in Hey wood’s “ Proverbs,” 1546. Tne 
origin of the word sleeveless, in the sense 
of unprofitable, has detied the most can ful 
research at the bauds ot Sharman and other 
noted philologists. 
It is frequently found, 
says the former, allied to other substan­ 
tives. 
Bishop H ill speaks of the “ sleeve­ 
less tale of transubstantiation,” and Milton 
writes of a “ sleeveless reason.” Chaucer 
uses it in the “ Testament of Love.” 
“ Drawn and Quartered.11—In the stat­ 
utes of Great Britain the punishment for 
treason still is that the offender be drawn 
to the place of execution ou a hurdle; that 
he be hanged by the neck until he be dead; 
that his head be severed from his body, 
aud that body divided into four parts, or 
quartered. 
The sovereign may, and now 
certainly would, by a warrant under the 
sign-manual, countersigned by a principal 
Secretary of State, change the sentence 
into beheading. 
In the case of females the 
quartering is dispensed with. 
From this 
.statute rose the expression “ drawn and 
quartered.” 
“ We recognize a Hercules from the size 
of his foot.”—Pythagoras ingeniously cal­ 
culated the great stature of Hercules by 
comparing the length of various stadia in 
Greece. 
All the: e courses were nominally 
600 feet in length ; but Hercules was said 
to have measured out the stadium at 
Olympia with his own feet, while the 
others followed a standard of latter days. 
The philosopher argued that by how much 
the Olympic course exceeded all others in 
length by the said proportion did the foot 
of Hercules exceed that of men of a sub­ 
sequent age ; and, again, by the same pro­ 
portion must 
the 
stature of Hercules 
have been pre-eminent. 
“ Prairie Schooner.”—An Americanism 
for a large two or four-horse emigrant 
WAgon, covered with white canvas, such as 
were very commonly used by the early 
emigrants from the Eastern and Southwest­ 
ern States. 
The expression is alleged to 
have been originated by George Francis 
Train, who raid in one of his early stump 
speeches: 
“ To the east lies the Atlantic 
Ocean, bearing upon its surface the white 
doves of commerce, bound for distant 
ports, laden with the products of the 
broad West, whose bosom Í3 to-day dotted 
with thousands of 
‘prairie 
schooners/ 
loaded with sturdy men and women, who 
will ere long make its remotest quarters 
blossom as the rose.” 
“ Horns of a Dilemma.”—A true dilem­ 
ma is defined by W hatley “ a conditional 
syllogism with two or more antecedents in 
the major, and a disjunctive minor.” 
The 
following dilemma of the kind called de­ 
structive, will perhaps convey a clearer 
notion than any definition : 
“ If this man 
were wise, he would not speak irreverently 
of Scripture in je s t; and if he were good, 
he would not do so in earnest; but he does 
it, either in jest or earnest ; therefore he is 
either not wise or not good.” There being 
two c nclusion8, one or other of which 
your opponent must admit, he is in a man­ 
ner caught between them ; hence we speak 
of the horns of a dilemma. 
“ Doomsday Book.”—The name of one 
of the oldest and most valuable records of 
England, containing the results of a statis­ 
tical survey of tbat country made by 
William the Conqueror aud completed in 
1086. 
The origin of the came—which 
seem3 to have been given to other records 
of the same kind—is somewhat uncertain ; 
but it has obvious reference to the supreme 
authority of the book in doom or judgment 
on the matters contained in it. 
It was 
anciently known by several other names, 
such as the “ Liber de W intonia.” or Book 
of W inchester; 
and the “ Rotalus Win- 
ton:a¡,” or Roll of Winchester, because it 
was at one time preserved in ths rojal 
treasury in that city. 
“ Dance of Death.”—A name given to a 
certain class of allegorical representations, 
illustrative of the universal power of 
Death, and dating from the fourteenth cen­ 
tury. 
When the introduction of Chris­ 
tianity first banished the ancient Germanic 
conception of a future Btate, a new de­ 
scription of death-mythology arose, partly 
out of Biblical sources, partly out of the 
popular character itself, wherein the Last 
Enemy was represented under eimple and 
majestic images, such a3 that of a hus­ 
bandman watering the ground with blood, 
plowing it with swords, 
rooting 
out 
weeds, plucking up flowers, or felling trees, 
sowing it with corpses ; or of a monarch 
assembling his armies, making war, taking 
prisoners, inviting hi9 subjects to a festi­ 
val, or citing them to judgment. 
But 
with a gradual change in national manners 
came a change in the mode of treating the 
subject, and it was associated with every day 
images, such as the confessional, chess- 
playing. and above all, with the adjuncts 
of 
a festival, viz : music and dancing. 
This tendency to familiarize the theme in­ 
creased during the confusion and turmoil 
of the fourteenth century, when the na­ 
tional mind alternated between fits of de­ 
votion and license, or blent both elements 
in satire and humor. 
Such a mood as this 
naturally occupied itself with personifying 
Death, and adopted by preference the most 
startling and grotesque images it could 
find—that of a musician playing to danc­ 
ing men, or a dancer leading them on ; and 
as the dance and the drama were then in­ 
timately connected, and employed on re­ 
ligious occasions, this particular idea soon 
assumed a dramatic form. 
This drama 
was most simply constructed, consisting of 
short dialogues between Death and “ four- 
and twenty ” or more followers, and was 
undoubtedly enacted in or near churches 
by religious orders in Germany during the 
fourteenth century and at a rather later 
period in France. 
“ La Marsellaise.”—The story of this 
grand composition, the national hymn of 
France, possesses thrilling interest. 
To 
be brief, it was at Strasbourg in the last 


week of April, 1702. that news of the Aus­ 
trian declaration of war having been re­ 
ceived, the Mayor, M. Frederick De Diet­ 
rich, invited one of the numerous guests at 
hi3 table, Rouget de ITsle, an officer of 
engineers, aged 32, to compose a war s;*ng 
for the soldiers about to eet out to meet 
the enemy. 
The words and music were 
written during the night, and the song was 
given to an enthusiastic audience next day 
by M. 
Dietrich’s niece. 
The piece was 
given to bandmasters of the several regi­ 
ments in garrison, and performed in public 
Sunday, 
April 
29th, 
at the parade 
on 
the 
Place (FArmeep. 
The 
words 
and 
music were 
printed 
immediately 
on a 
half-sheet 
quarto 
by Th. 
de 
Dannebaeh, printer at Strasbourg—a pub­ 
lication which availed Ron get de Lisle 
when subsequently his claim of authorship 
was contested. 
The song was popular ; by 
the 29:h of June it had appeared in the 
Journal il?.* Department* JIeridionauz. 
It 
spread to Montpellier, and then to Mar­ 
seilles, where a copy of the “ Cnant de 
guerre de Larmee du Rhin ”—to give it its 
original title—was triven to each of the 
famous band of Marseilles, “ who knew 
how to die.” 
Thev brought the song to 
Pans July 30, 1792, where it took the 
name it has ever since retained. 
In his 
book, published in 1796, Rouget de ITsle 
calls it “ Le chant des combats, vulgare- 
ment ‘I’hymne do M arseilles/” and dedi­ 
cates it “ to the maws of Sylvain Bailey, 
first Mayor of Paris.” 
The original ver­ 
sion was addressed to Marshal Luckner, 
and 
a copy was sent to Gretry 
at 
Paris, as the musician records in his 
“ Memoirs.” It was a particularly unlucky 
song, for, apart from the author’s own 
troubles, his mother died of grief, attrib­ 
uting the horrors of the Reign of Terror 
to her son’s verse, aud Mayor Deitrich and 
Marshal Luckner were guillotined. 
Tee 
“ Marseillaise” was liist identified with 
the events of the 19th of A ugust; at the 
feast in imitation of those ordered by Ly- 
curgus. 
October 11, 
1792, tho seventh 
stanza was sung by a chorus of children. 
This additional verse was long attributed 
to Marie-Joseph Chenier, but in 1S4S a 
poet, Louis du Bois, put in Lis claim to the 
authorship—a claim that was long received, 
but was utterly unfounded. 
The seventh 
verse waa written by a young priest, An­ 
toine Peasonneaux. Professor of Rhetoric 
at the College of Vienne (Isere). 
Vienne 
was celebrating the feast of the federa­ 
tion, Juiy 14, 1792; the Marseillais were 
there ou their memorable xnarch to Paris, 
aud the Professor wrote the verse for his 
pupils, who sang it with immense effect as 
a farewell to the Marseillais next morning. 
Lucky for Pes3onneaux that he wrote it, 
for some mouths alter be was hauled be­ 
fore the revolutionary tribunal at Lyons, 
where trials lasted but a minute or so and 
sentence was pronounced in silence. 
Pes- 
sonneaux’s patriotism was admitted, but 
he was a priest. 
“ Who are you?” asked 
the Judge. 
“ The Abbe Peasonneaux, au­ 
thor of the last verse of 4 La Marseillaise.’” 
The Judge laid his open hand upon the 
black cloth ; guards, jailers and citizens 
made way respectably, and the abbe passed 
out, free to go where lie would. 
He died 
iu a little parish ia Daerphiny, March 9, 
1835.

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M y Dear G eneral: I address you as the 
candidate cf the Democratic party for the 
cffice of Governor of the State of California.

M y objections are to the fifth 
plank of the platform on which you stand. 
And I propose in an open and m anly way to 
state my objections. 
In doing this I hope to 
observe that courtesy and fairness which 
characterizes the inteic >urse of one gentle­ 
man with another. 
To some it may seem that, as a minis­ 
ter of the g ‘spe), I ought to leave thess 
things to¿ others, and 
have 
nothing to 
do with politics. 
B ut 
I would have all 
such 
to 
uDdrrstand 
that 
when 
I 
be­ 
came ‘a minister I did not leave off being 
a mar. 
A s a citizen, a taxpayer and a voter, 
I have the rights of any other citizen, and it 
much concerns me, sir, whether the country 
be well or ill governed. 
I hope you will rind 
in thess preliminary observations the expla­ 
nation and the justification of the liberty I 
have taken in addressing you. 
In the first part of the fifth plank of your 
party platform there is a reference to the po­ 
litical principles of Jefferson and JacksoD, 
the relevance of which I fail to perceive. 
Mr. Jefferson, a reputed deist, might have 
objected to the legal enforcement of Sun­ 
day as a day of religious observance, as being 
a violation 
of the 
rights 
of conscience, 
in which we (juite agree with him. 
Bnt as a 
friend of humauity, and of the equal rights of 
all, there could be nothing in his principles 
opposed to the legal protection of the Sunday 
as a day of rest from labor and the cares of 
bu»iness. 
And ap to General Jackson, a 
Scotch-Irish Presbyterian by birth and train­ 
ing, and in his later years a devout member 
of the church, the idea of his being opposed 
to the protection of the Sabbath by law is 
sim ply absurd. 
Sir, I was born and reared 
in the political faith of Andrew JacksoD, and 
I still revere his memory. 
I adhere to his 
principles still, and it is precisely because I 
do thus adhere to them, that I am not a 
Democrat now. 
It is because I am still a 
Jacksonian, in reference to the preservation 
of the Union, and hard-money basis of the 
currency, that I have been unable to vote the 
Democratic ticket in national elections for the 
last 20 years. 
In local and judicial elections 
I still very frequently vote that ticket, and I 
retain a profound respect for the party, not­ 
withstanding its deviations from the principles 
of the founders and fathers of the Republic. It 
is my firm belief that if General Jackson 
were here to day he would repudiate, with 
characteristic energy, the use made of his 
name in the 
late San Jose Convention. 
W hen I had just finished the foregoing para­ 
graph, the following characteristic incident 
reached me by the hand of a friend : 
“ The reference to Ja¿kson in that anti- 
Sunday resolution shows the ignorance of the 
man who drafted it. 
General Jackson was a 
temperance man, and a Sabbath-keeping man. 
W hen he visited N ew Orleans the last time, 
the soldiers wanted to have a grand review on 
Sunday in his honor; but he said to the offi­ 
cer who brought the invitation, ‘ N o, sir, I go 
to church on the Sabbath. 
I shall hear Dr. 
Scott preach to-morrow morning.’ 
The re­ 
view was postponed and the General kept the 
Sabbath day according to the commandment. 
If he was in California to-day he would be a 
leader in this fight for the Sabbath. 
A nd I 
am glad to know that there are many Dem o­ 
crats in the State who have both the prin­ 
ciples and the courage of 'O ld H ickory.’ ” 
In the fifth plank of your platform there is 
also a reference to “ sumptuary laws,” which 
seem to me to be disingenuous, to say the 
least. 
W ho is not opposed to sumptuary 
laws? 
WTho advocate them ? 
W here and 
when were such laws enacted in California ? 
I am not a lawyer, and yet I make bold to 
assert that there is no each law in the State, 
and never has been eince the American occu­ 


pation, even if there was before, which i? 
doubtful. 
I t is plaiD, however, that the 
“ Sunday laws” are meant. 
The motion to 
strike out, and the speeches thereon in the 
Convention, especially those of Mr. Outram, 
of Oakland, on one side, and Hon. David 
Terry, of Stockton, on the other, preclude all 
doubt on that point. 
In fact, as far as I 
know, it is not questioned by friend or foe 
that the repeal of the existing Sunday laws 
is the aim of that resolution ; otherwise it is 
without meaning. 
W hy, then, did not the 
Convention say Sunday law’ ? 
Are we to 
understand 
it 
as 
a 
mere ^ piece 
of 
special 
pleading, 
or 
a 
disingenuous 
way 
of 
making 
a 
measure 
unpop­ 
ular by giving it a bad name ? 
If so, it will 
not succeed. 
The device is too transparent. 
A man has no need to be a lawyer to know 
that the Sunday laws are not sumptuary 
laws in any accepted or accredited use of the 
terms. 
A s defined by W ebster, “ sumptuary 
laws or regulations are such as restrain or 
lim it the expenses of citizens in apparel, food, 
furniture, or the like.” 
And I am told by 
good lawyers that the legal definition is vir­ 
tually the same. 
N ow there is nothing what­ 
ever in any law in the State of California, 
relating to the Sabbath day, that in any man­ 
ner 
proposes 
to 
“ restrain or 
lim it 
the 
expenses of citieens in apparel, food, furni­ 
ture,” or in any other way. 
It might with 
more reason be said that the laws prohibiting 
crime are sumptuary laws. The Sunday laws 
merely declare that certain things shall not 
be done on a certain day of the w eek : the 
criminal laws declare that certain things 
shall not be done on any day of the week. 
And it is as wide of the mark to call one »et 
of these laws '* sumptuary ” as the other. 
B ut I will not pursue thi* matter further 
at present. 
Y ou, sir, as an honest man, will 
not deny that the aim of the fifth plank of 
your party platform is the repeal of the ex­ 
isting Sunday laws in this State. 
This is the 
issue squarely presented by the party at the 
head of whose ticket your name stands, and 
this issue I propose to meet. 
The air is full 
of rumors about the influence of the League 
of Freedom, an infidel association, and the 
money of the combined liquor interest of the 
State, in the San Jose Convention, in procur­ 
ing the insertion of the fifth plank in the 
platform. 
B ut I pass these by, for the rea­ 
son that jou , as a gentleman and a man of 
honor, are presumed to be above the influ­ 
ence of such considerations; and as to the 
Convention that inserted the plank, even if it 
were venal, I am not in a condition to prove 
it, anJ would not therefore prefer the charge. 
1 km /* that some of the members of the 
Convention are not liable to the charge, and 
I am willing to believe the same of others 
whom I do not know. 
About these things, 
however, we m ust let every man have his 
own opinion. 
One thing appears to me certain : It must 
have required some very potent influence to 
have carried so large, so powerful, and so 
conservative a party as the Democratic, at a 
single bound, clear over to the very opposite 
of all its former acts and deliverances on this 
subject. 
U p to this tim e the Democratic 
party has had a good record on the other side. 
W e are indebted to Democratic Legislatures 
and Governors for all, or nearly all, our Sun­ 
day laws. 
The first was that “ To prohibit 
barbarous aod noisy amusements on the 
Christian Sabbath,” passed March 16, A . D. 
1855, when John Bigler, a Democrat, wa» 
Governor, with a Democratic Legislature. 
The next was an A ct passed April 10th, 1858, 
“ To prevent carrying on the usual business 
avocations on the Christian Sabbath or Sun 
day,” and not repealing any of the provisions 
of 
the 
previous 
A ct. 
This, 
if 
I 
am 
not 
mistaken, 
was 
also 
passed 
by 
a 
Democratic 
Legislature, 
and 
signed 
by 
a Democratic Governor, John B. Weller. 
This A ct was afterward declared uncorstitu- 
tional by a majority of the Supreme Court of 
the State, and it is sig n ifica n t fact that that 
opinion was delivered by the same roan who 
was Chairman of the Committee on Resolu­ 
tions in the San Jose Convention aod who 
is personally the anther of the fifth plank in 
the platform, Hon. David Terry, who was 
then Chief Justice. 
A concurring opinion 
was written by Hon. Peter J . Burnet, and a 
dissenting opinion by Hon. Stephen J. Field, 
now of the U oited States Supreme Court. 
A ll three of the Judges at that tim e were 
Democrats, two of them, Terry and Burnet, 


pronouncing the law unconstitutional, and 
the other.

Mr Justice Field was, in ray opin­ 
ion, merely outvoted, not answered by his 
colleagues—an opir.ion shared by a majority 
of the California tench and bar to this day. 
The next law was one similar in its provision» 
to rhe foregoing, psssed M ay 20, 1861, by a 
Democratic Legislature, ard signed by a 
Democratic Governor, John G. Downey. 
Here, thsn, were 
three 
teoarate A cts 
passed by 
Democratic 
L agLlatures, and 
signed by Democratic Governor». 
And they 
have been declared to be not only constitu­ 
tional. bnt just and beneficent by such D em o­ 
crats a» Mr. Justice Field, Hon. J. I). Thorn­ 
ton and Hon. S. B. M cKee, than whom there 
are no purer men or sounder Democrats in 
America. 
Toe action of the tían Jose Convention, 
therefore,^ m placing the Democratic party on 
an anti-Suaday law platform i* a new de- 
Ítarture. 
It is revolutionary. 
It is not good 
democratic doctrine. 
Ic is rot good doctrine 
at all, as 1 shall show more fully in ray next. 
It is the fir»t time, I believe, in our history, 
when a great political party has come out 
aud arrayed itself, in a mat er of this kind, 
against the moral sense of the Christian 
world. 
A nd you, sir, are an aspirant for po­ 
litical honor at the hands of a people whose 
profoundest and most chfrished convictions 
are^ violated by a plar-k in the platform on 
which you staud, “ raised to that bad em i­ 
nence 
by an irfl :tnce 
which, however 
potent in the Convention, will not be power­ 
ful enough to reach the rank aud file of the 
party. 
There was a strung minority, you 
will remember, iu the Convention, opposed to 
the r?peal of the Snnday law, and I can as­ 
sure you. sir, that that minority had a mul­ 
titude of votes behind them, w’hich w ill not 
be cast against their moral convictions to 
save their party from defeat.
